Cardinal Gasparri spent an Hour 
Tuesday in the office of the pf pal 
accretary, of state and it is gef.ier- 
ally understood that the aged re­ 
tired statesman is connected with 
the handling of the present situa­ 
tion. 
Considerable 
mystery surrounds 
these conversations and the identity 
of others taking part in them. Both 
the papal and the Italian foreign 
offices say thai they are proeeinltng. 


but no details have been made pub­ 
lic. 
Observers point significantly to 
the fact thai the papal nuncio to 
Rome is still at his post. 
Many 
diplomats and even vatican officials 
had expected his recall as a protest 
to the Duces bailing of the Cath­ 
olic youth organizations, 
The pontiff, instead, is biding his 
time, but losing no opportunity to 
express his disapproval of the action 
of the fascist government. 
Again Tuesday he told Mexican 
pilgrims to the vatican that the 
Catholic action was never a political 
group.
